‘“WASHINGTON,. June. 14—The En- 
tente Powers, having expressed through 
Great Britain a willingness to revise 
the terms of the Entente Alliance as 
relates to war aims, 
ask the Russian Provisional Govern- 
ment a definition of Russia’s position 
and a declaration of her intentions. 
The statement was made today that the 
Entente Powers had carefully examined 


the situation and reached these conclu- 
sions: 

1. That the position occupied by Rus= 
sia affects the entire plans of the Allies, 
especially as regards military opera- 
tions in the near future contemplated 
by England, France, and Italy. 

2. That nothing Russia does can irrep- 
arably damage the cause or the inter- 
ests of the Allies 

3. That Japan can be counted upon to 
prevent Russia from forming an alliance 
with Germany or with viving aid to the 
Central Powers. 

The attitude of the Entente nations 
toward Russia was forecast in an of- 
ficial communication fromthe Italian 
Government, which was received in 
Washjngton today. The communiqué, 
sent from Rome June 13, says:

REPAIRING GERMAN RAYAGES. 


French Soldier-Peasants Accomplish 
Wonders by Cultivating Land. 


ON THE FRENCH FRONT, May 30, 
(Correspondence of The Associated 
Press.)—Wonders have been done by the 
French soldiers in assisting nature to 
repair the ravages committed by the 
Germans -during their retreat from the 
lines held for two years anda half 
from Soissons to the Somme. . 

The Associated Press correspondent, 
when he followed with the pursuing 
French troops immediately on the heels 
of the retiring enemy, found. the coun- 
try one vast waste, with all the fruit 
trees cut down ruthlessly, agricultural 
implements _ twisted and _=_ distorted, 
houses ‘burned or blown to. rubbish 
heaps, wheat fields trodden down—in 
fact, everywhere there’ was evidence of 
the passage of the destroyer. 

Today when the correspondent .on his 
Way to a part of the front on the new 
French Jines passed over the same ter- 
ritory there were signs of healing of 
the wounds inflicted on the~ éarth. 
Roads which had been full of: gaping 
holes caused by mines had been leveled, 
fields had been cleared of rubbish and 
; planted with grain and vegetables, fruit 
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at ‘work in charge,.of peasant sol- 
diers, and the whole count side had 
been revivified through the joint efforts 
of willing workers. and the_ Spring 
weather. 

The only jarring features in the land- 
scape’ were. the ruin villages, the in- 
habitants of -which have .disappeared 
either by being deported by the Ger- 
mans or having taken refuge in other 
parts of France to be cared for under 
less harrowing circumstances than are 
to be found in the devastated districts. 
Much of the territory is still. within 
range of the German guns. and this 
fact, together with the difficulty of fur- 
nishing provisions to civilians in a coun-. 
try where the usual resources had been 
destroyed and the military authorities 
have their hands full in supplying the 
‘troops, ‘decided the Government to send 
the remaining civilians away until a 
more convénient period. 

A. considerable portion of the land had 
been sown with grain by the Germans 
before their departuré, their intention 
being to: use. the produce to replenish 
their own’ reduc stocks. The French 
and British pressure, however, forced 
them‘to retreat before they were able to 
benefit from their labor. They did their 
utmost to make the land they had culti- 
vated useless to their pursuers, but evi- 
dently mom ne that. the French soldiers 
were mostly farmers and peasants. 

The French authorities soon recovered 
from their first shock over the destruc- 
tion and organized a system by which 
everything. possible: should be saved 
from the wreck. Advantage was taken 
of the fact that every unit engaged in 
the fighting line was entitled to a short 
period of repose at stated intervals and 
was then sént to the rear. Those among 
the men accustomed to farm work were 
during this period asked to volunteer to 
cultivate the land, and it was found that 
large numbers of them’ were only too 
eager to do so. . This’ made it’ possible 
to undertake extensive farming ope:’.- 
tions. Within a few weeks large t>.cts 
of land had been brought into pro- 
ductive cultivation.

WASHINGTON, June 14.—The En-

way, both in the interept of the Allies 
and of Greece herself. 

‘‘King Constantine had put himself 
in a position which made it impossible 
for him to save his country, which he 
had so unwisely and so utterly com- 
promised with his personal policies.- A 
futher resistance on his part would have 
obliged the protecting powers to take 
even more radical measures; that means 
measures that would have put Greece 
in the position to be treated as an 
enemy by these same powers, with seri- 
ous prejudice to the monarchy. ° 

“So far as Italy is concerned, 
emphatically stated that nobody i 
Italy has ever denied Greece the right 
to exist as a completely and absolutely 
independent nation. If there is a nation 
that is interested in having Greece en- 
joy not a formal, but a real and effec- 
tive independence, this nation is Italy.

“At 10 o'clock yeabaraie ‘morning the 
‘Weather -Bureau issued the prediction: 
“Probable Jocal thunder showers this 
afternoon.’’ In the light of what hap- 
pened -later this forecast may be re- 
garded as cénservative, for between 1 
and 2 o'clock a storm began which 
lasted, with a few lulls, till late in the 
afternoon, and included the heaviest 
hour’s rain that has been recorded since 
the local office of the Weather Bureau 
was opened in 1871. 

The total rainfall for the dax was 
8.86: inches—very. far below the twenty- 
four-hour record of 9.40 inches on Oct. 
8 ana 9, 1903—but between 2 and 3 
o'clock yesterday exactly two inches fell 
—the record for any single hour authen- 
tically recorded by the oldest inhabit- 
ant. There was a brilliant display of 
lightning and loud thunderclaps, but, the 
wind was ‘light, never attaining more 
than twenty-five miles an hour, and, 
although the downpour caused much 
discomfort to millions of people, and 
practically abolished walking in the 
streets for most of the afternoon, the 
damage was not very severe. Sewers 
overflowed and gutters ran with tor- 
rents everywhere. Cohsiderable damage, 
as yet not estimated, apparently was‘ 
done to crops, but there was compara- 
tively little. destruction by wind, light-

The investigation which has so far been 
made into the affairs of Kennedy, Mitch- 
ell & Co., Inc.,. showed that about 150 
banks and 2,500 individuals had either

MAKE THE LEVER BILL LAW. 

It is understood that the, Food Ad- 
ministration bill will. be taken up in 


‘the House of Representatives next 


Monday and will not be laid aside 
again until final action is taken upon 
it. ‘Time enough has already been 
wasted. The enactment should not be 
delayed beyond next week. The repre- 
sentatives of organized labor, who ap- 
prove the bill, demand that it. should 
be made a law by July 1. Their de- 
tand fs echoed all over thé Gountry. 
The labor men also demand that the 
powers granted to the President by the 
bill in its present form shall not be ap- 
preciably diminished. They are not 
afraid of any abuse of those powers by 
Mr. Wits0n. This is exclusively @ war 
measure designed to meet tthe present 
abnormal .conditions. The food pro- 
duction of this’ country. must be con- 
served to feed the people of the United 
States and their allies in the war. 
Neutral countries cannot be supplied if 
all that is produced is needed by the 
belligerents opposed to- the: Ceritral. 
Powers. The shipment of food to Ger- 
many must be made impossible. Spec- 
ulation in all provisions must be sup- 
pressed. It is believed that prices of 
most foodstuffs will be nearly a third 
lower after the passage of the Lever 
bill, . 

HERBERT C. HOOVER, chosen by the 
President for the new office of Gov- 
ernment Food Administrator, possesses 


every qualification for the place. With: 


the food administration law in opera- 
tion and Mr. Hoover in charge, a most 
important step will have been taken 
toward the successful prosecution of 
our part in the war.

The punitive side of the arrest of 
WALDEMAR ‘von Nost1Tz of the Cleve- 
land Wichter und Anzeiger is not of 
much importance. It does not make 
much difference how much or little his 
internment as an enemy alien may af- 
fect his comfort. .The exemplary side 
‘of it Is of importance. By arresting 


this seditious writer -the Goyernment. 


has served notice on German-language 
newspaper editors that it does not in- 
tend to be permanently complacent 
and easygoing with those who are 
trying to spread disaffection among 
German-born citizens. The pro-Ger- 


man writers in question have gone un- 


malested so long that, like the an- 
archists, they have come to have a 


perfect. confidence that the Govern- 


ment will never touch them. 

Most of those who offend fancy that 
they keep within the law when, with 
a perfunctory Mp service. to Uncle 
Sam, they seek to create hostility to 
this country’s allies and td discredit 
every act the Government takes to 
make the war effective. But the law 
is different in time of war from what 
it is in: time of peace. In time of 
war the law is that Germany must 
win or the United States must win, 
and that to say and do things which 
will help Germany to win and the 
United States to lose is not;permitted. 

German-American loyalty is put to 
a hard. strain when, day after day, 
the German-American who- means to 


‘be loyal reads in his newspaper noth- 


ing but attacks on our allies and sneers 
at‘our dwn Government. These things 
are intended to impair his loyalty, and 
the qualifying phrases, ‘‘ Of course, 
we stand by the’ Government,” the 


. 1 Government they are seeking in every 
\ other phrase to discredit, mean noth- 


ing to him and are intended to mean 
nothing. 

In Charleston, 8. C., there was an- 
other German editor, Pavt. WIERsE by 
name, who was all the more harmful 
because he edited, not a German-lan- 
guage paper,, but one’ apparently 
American. It was established after 


the war began and called itself The 


Charleston American. Its readers were 
not on notice that its editor was a 
German. In this paper he.daily spread: 
sedition. (It calléd olir soldiers “ boys’ 
“who did not know why they were 
“ forced. to qe in France”; if Secre- 
tary LANE made a pitridtio speech, it 
called him “ a sort of ‘public. apologist 
“and advocate for the Administration 
“ war policy ”; it discredited the Root 
mission, it detailed imaginary efforts 
for peace on behalf of the Entente, it 
urged Russia to seek a separate peace; 
it did a hundred similar things, all the 
time sailing under ‘‘ American” colors. 

Those who read this precious publi- 
cation. under the impression that it 
really was American must have been 
astounded the other day when WIERSE 
was arrested and put under a $10,000 
bond for conspiring to sink’a German 
vessel interned in Charleston Harbor. 
The incident serves to throw light on 
the real mot#ves.and associations of 
many writers who are posing as loyal 
Americans and at the same time doing 
all théy can to weaken the loyalty of 
other Americans, especially those of 
German birth. The Government. has 
been not merely tolerant, but patient. 
The arrest of Von NostitTz is a warn- 
ing that it fs not blind and that its 
patience is not eternal.

SHIPS WITHOUT DELAY. 

Our Government cannot wait a year 
for the ships it must have if the food 
and munition wants of‘ our allies are 
to ‘be satisfied. It was announced on 


the llth that the Hmergency Fleet 


Corporation had recently placed con- 


tracts for sixteen woollen hulls. . But 


the first of these is not: to be deliv- 
ered until April 1, 1918, and others 
are to follow at intervals between that 
date and Sept. 80. Orders had already 
‘been given for 80 ships, 30 to be made 
of wood, 18 of stee}, and 82 of both 
materials.” 


April, and it is expected that several 
of them ‘will be‘ready Yor use within 
seven months. But the latest con- 
tracts warrant an inference that or- 
ders given hereafter will not be exe- 
cuted in less than a year. 

Small additions to the fleet are 
made every week. Five German ships 
were allotted to Italy on the 11th, and 
one to France, making twelve used in 
this way. Within a short time a dozen 
more will be available. The forty. Ger- 
man vessels seized by Brazil will go 
into service between South American 
ports and our own, thus: releasing 
British and other ships for work in the 
North Atlantic. A few German ves- 


,sels will increase our small merchant 


tonnage in the Pacific, but the car- 
riers required there for Russia’s sup- 
plies have not been obtained. Our 
commission of engineers now in that 
country urges the importance of send- 
ing to Vladivostok the 10,000 freight 
cars and 500 locomotives ordered here. 

The conclusion cannot be avoided 
that our Government will find it nec- 
essary to take ships which builders are 
making in our shipyards, ships or- 
dered and owned by foreign and Amer- 
ican companies. Power to do this will 
soon be given to the Shippitig Board. 
General GOETHALS Says of his new 
assistant general manager, appointed 
in place of one of the two officers who 
recently resigned or were removed: 
“He will. appraise ships now on the 
“ways, ships which we shall proba- 
“bly take over under legislation now 
“ pending.” There are nearly- 700 of 
these still to be launched. Many are 
on the Pacific. Coast. Probably the 
first work ofea considerable number 
will be done for our nation and its 
war allies. The imperative demand 
for ships in such service cannot be 
satisfied by vessels which will not be 
finished until the middle of next year. 


DESERTING GREECE. 

Former King CONSTANTINE is “ de- 
serting his beloved country’”’ in a 
British warship, and he begs his, be- 
loved country to “accept his decision 
with calm:” Possibly Greece will be 
able to endure his departure, and it 
is used to his desertions. He deserted 
it when he twice violated its Constitu- 
tion. He deserted it when he treach- 
erously deserted Serbia and broke the 
Greco-Serbian Treaty, whosé validity, 
in’ case of a Bulgarian attack on 
Serbia, was never denied or assailed 
by even the most rabid anti-Ven- 
izelists until August, 1915. 

He deserted Greece when, in May, 
1916, by a secret covenant, negotiated 
between Berlin, Athens, and Sofia, 
Fort Rupel, on Sarraiu’s flank, was 
delivered to the Bulgarians. He de- 
serted it when the Germans and Bul- 
garians, again by agreement with ‘the 
King so concerned for his “ beloved 
Greece”’ and so bent on neutrality, 
eccupied Kavala, and again when 
they took all Greek Macedonia_as far 
as Florina, when he surrendered a 
whole Greek division to Germany, 
when he set the League of Reservists 
—all expenses paid by the German 
Legation—to bulldoze and rob in the 
King’s name, to shoot Venizelists, to 
burn and steal; when, last December, 
his machine guns shot from ambush 
the French and British marines.

Embarrassed. of women,.the taking 

- of the State’s mili- 
tary census has led to the first care- 
ful and conscious éstimate of what may 
be called their social value, expressed |. 
in terms of what they can do. 
this_is a country in which a large 
majority of the ‘men, whether rich or 
Door, have what they can honestly de- 
scribe as an “ occupation,”’ only.a few 
of them afe obliged to confess thet they 
do-no work of any kind, and even of 
those few most are able to assert that 
they could do one or more useful things 
in case of need. That-enables most 
men to make on the census blank an ap- 
pearance not too humiliating. 

The case is not quite the same: with 
the women. Of course there always 
Were many, and nowadays there are 
great multitudes, of women by whom a 
question as to occupation and capacity 
can be faced as calmly as by any man. 
But besides these there are others in 
no ‘mall numbers from whom these in- 
quiries, as presented on the census sheet, 
elicit answers not pleasant to make. 
That is due chiefly to the fact that the 
draftsmen of the blanks were unkind 
to deny the name of ‘“ occupation’’ to 
any work not done for ** compensation.” 
That makes it wrong to put down either 
** wife” or “‘ housewife” as a reply to 
this query. 

In the first place, to be a wife is a 
status, not an occupation, and while the 
housewife is supposed always to have, 
and perhaps usually does have, rewards 
for her daily exertions, they take rarely 
indeed the form of definite, fixed pay- 
ment for work done, and that, obvicusly, 
is what th8 word “compensation,” as 
used, means. Naturally, the unmarried 

man cannot say that her occupation 
consists of waiting to be married, and 
there are cases when nothing else can 
be said, and the troubled subject of in- 
vestigation discovers, besides, her in- 
ability to assure her inquisitive Govern- 
ment that in time of need-she can give 
it real service of any sort. 

It is true, however, that this. kind of 
embarrassment comes to fewer women 
nowadays than ever before in the 
world’s history, and that the remaining 
number who cannot make any answer 
to the question, “ What can you do?” 
is diminishing steadily and rapidly. 


It took this great- 
est of wars’ to bring

Quite Large. practical relation to 
the affairs of everybody's life. Hither- 
to, for the great majority of the earth’s 
inhabitants, a billion was merely some- 
thing mentioned in the arithmetics and 
of no known use except in the computa- 
tions of astronomers in measuring the 
distances of the stars. But the Euro- 
pean upheaval has changed all that, 
and billions are now such a common 
topic of discussion, in and. out of the 
papers, that we have all come to at 
least ‘a theoretical realization of their 
existence. 

Indeed, debts and expenditures so 
often rise into that grade of enumera- 
tion that billions have lost a good deal 
of their past impressiveness as well as 
of their past vagueness of significancg, 
and mere millions are apt to be treated 
with’ something of indifference. Thus, 
while the Liberty Loan. subscriptions 
were moving along in the third fourth 
of $2,000,000;/008," the-remainder to be 
raised, though. ft éonsisted of Hundreds 
of millions, was mentioned almost as if 
it was small change. 

Just the same, $2,000,000,000. is. an 
enormous amount of money, now as ai- 
ways, and anybody will come to believe 
it who figures out how long it would 
take him to count that number of dol- 
lars at the ‘rate—possible for a little 
while—of.a dollar a second. The com- 
pletion of his task would require almost 
seventy years, if he worked at it day 
and night continuously, not stopping to 
eat or rest in all that time. 

It wasn’t so long ago that all the gold 
in the world wasn’t worth $2,000,000,000, 
and, judged by. old standards—the 
amount of wheat, potatoes, or cotton it 
will buy—probably it wouldn’t be worth 
that much now. 

But the, billions we are so glibly men- 
tioning are not exactly tangible dollars, 
even of paper. They consist largely of 
that precious and convenient, but un- 
substantial, thing, credit—figures set 
down on the right side of bank ledgers. 
Those figures are not meaningiess, 
howevér. They usually mean a debt 
that somebody must pay, 
later, and they have for all of us, at 
present, a significance that doesn’t con- 
duce as much as some other things to 
sound sleeping o’ nights—it doesn’t, that 
is, if one happens to have the habit of 
keeping a thoughtful eye on the future.

FRENCH CANADIAN VIEWS. - 
Cd owe i 4 cae Eee RTE ok ay , 
Answers to Statements About Que- 
bee and Conscription. 

fo the Baitor of The New York Times: ¥ 
The article bearing the caption “‘ Perti 
of Civil Strife Arises Anew in Canada,’’ 
‘inza.recent issue, is' so unfair that I 
feel sure a paper of the standing of 
Tue’ Times, which’ doubtless published’ 


. the article in the. best of faith, will af- 


ford space for a briéf reply: from. one 
who claims ‘to know -something of the 
French Canadians ‘and of their real feel-| 
ings and sentiments. 

Why does the writer asi the fact 
that thousands of French \Canadians 
have gone to the front and that many of 
them have laid down their lives, as the. 
casualty lists so eloquently attest? He 
seems to forget that Quebec showed her 
loyalty and regard for. Great Britain 
by saving Canada to the British Crown 
when it was invaded by the Americans 
in 1776 and again in 1812. What does he 
mean by ‘‘ mediaeval”? If he means 
that the habitants of- Quebec are peace-: 
able, quiet,. law-abiding, God-fearing, 
religious, easily contented people, well 
and good. But if he wishes to infer 
that the habitants are ignorant, back- 
ward, decadent, stupid louts, as the 
peasants were in’ the Middle Ages, we 
take issue with him. 

It was the Roman Cathelic clergy who 
literally -bore in their hands the ark of 
French Canadian nationality which they 
carried in safety through the wilderness 
of danger and despair that followed the 
cession. For nearly 400 years they have 
been the faithful guides, counselors, and 
.shepherds of their people, who for that 
reason hold them in well-deserved rever- 
ence. But to represent the French Ca- 
nadians as slaves of their priests is an 
offense both to the clergy and to the 
people. 

As to “‘ keeping out of the English lan- 
guage,’’ French Canadians do not object 
to learning English. What they do ob- 
ject to is that their children should be 
deprived of having instruction in their 
mother tongue, (French,) which, it must 
be remembered, has been recognized in 
Canada since the cession and was spe- 
cifically defined by the Canadian Con- 
Stitution framed in 1867 as’ one.of the 
two official languages of the Dominion. 

The fact is that the French Canadians 
are being systematically maligned. A 
few ignorant, narrow-minded individuals 
would apparently like to: see them de, 
prived of their language and their reli- 
gion and Anglicized and Protestantized. 
These people seem to forget that the 
forefathers of the French Canadians 
were the discoverers and colonizers of 
Canada, that the. French Canadians 
themselves, with their fine qualities and 
virtues, are a most valuable asset to the 
Dominion, that they have given_to Can- 
ada some of its greatest men, that-they 
form:a bulwark of our national life, and 
that anything that would injure them 
would damage the whole fabric of con- 
federation.

No Danger of Civil Strife. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

An entirely wrong. conception of actual 
conditions existing in Canada, in par- 
ticular the Province of Quebec, has been 
given to the American people by aceon 
appearing from time to time. 

The native-born ,Canadians, English, 
and French, have always opposed any 
idea of conscription; first, because: it is 
not a British institution and has never |: 
found favor. in the eonstructive ideals of 
British-democracy ; setond, England her- 
self did not enact conscription at first, 
but had recourse to the voluntary sys- 
tem. Had England established: conscrip- 
tion in the beginning, ‘I haye no hesita- 
tion in sayiAg that Canada would have 
done likewise. Under the voluntary sys- 
tem England raised the magnificent 
‘Kitchener Mob,’’ and Canada raised, 
equipped, trained, and transported a 
brave little army of 33,000 men to Eng- 
land in eight weeks time! Since the war 
started Canada has recruited under the 
voluntary. system 383,000 men, and her 
net wastage at the front is about’ 1,000 
men a week at the present time. Evi- 
dently the voluntary system cannot keep 
up with this wastage and build the ex- 
peditionary force to its promised quota 
of 500,000 men. 

The statement that Quebec bears the 
same relation to the rest of Canada that 
Ulster does to the rest of Ireland gives a 
wrong conception. There is no analogy, 
no likeness in cause or effect. In Ireland 
we have a great, spimted nation held 


merce, and industries, and hindering its 
progress in every way. In Canada no 
such condition exists—all are free and 
equal, our trade and commerce ig of our 
own making or undoing. We control our 
own tariff. Your American redders who 
follow such things will remember how 
Canada had the backbone to put a sur- 
tax on German-made goods some years 
before the war. : England did her best to 
have us remove this tax, but we did not 
until Germany satisfied our demands. 

Quebec is not mediaeval; but is in- 
tensely modern, educated, and enlight- 
ened in every way. As a province and 
@ people, it is deeply religious, and: the 
French Canadian ‘looks to the belfry of 
his church ‘as the heart-centre of his. 
soul. And municipalitiés vie with each 
other in building the largest church and 
the highest belfry. It is not the priests 
who do it—it is the people:

ITALIAN’ MISSION-IN SOUTH. |? 


Greeted. with Enthusiasm. at New 
Orleanse—Plans for Welcome Here. 


NEW ORLEANS, June -14.—The Ital- 
ian mission artived here today on their 
‘tour: of the South: . The . visitors were 
greeted by the Citizens’ General Gom- 
mittee,” headed “by Mayor. Behrman. 
‘The .railway station was jammed with 
people, and as, the visitors walked to 
their. automobiles the station resounded 
with cheers. 

‘ There was a ‘profuse display of Italian 
and American: flags along the route ‘of 
parade, and bands played Italian and 
American” airs, and shouts of ‘* Viva 
Ttalia!”? “Viva America! ’’ mingled in 
an almost continuous uproar. The party 
was escorted by. Louisiana guardsmen. 

: At the City Hall representatives of 
the Governor of Louisiana and other 
State officials’ welco: the. visitors. 
Each member of the mission made a. 
brief address,. A telegram also was read 
from Prince’ Udine, héad of the mis- 
sio, who is’ ili in Washington, ex- 
pressing his regret at being unable to 
be with the party and sending his 
greetings to his fellow countrymen and 
the i citizens of New Orleans. 


When the Italian Mission comes to 
New York City next week, it will visit 
the Garibaldi Memorial on, Staten Is- 
land. The invitation to visit. the memo- 
rial was extended by the Order of Sons 
of Italy through Mayor Mitchel and it 
has been accepted. The trip will be 
made to Staten Island by steamer on 
Friday, June 22, the second day of ‘the 
mission's stay In New York. 

Mayor Mitchel has issued an Invitation 
to all Italian societies and organizations 
and to Italian-American citizens and 
residents generally to attend the func- 
tion. A spécial schedule of ferryboats 
will be put in effect, beginning at 1 
o'clock. George W. Burleigh is. Chair- 
man of-the committee which will work 
out the details of the visit. 

All arrangements have been completed 
for the reception of the mission by the 
Italian marching societies: of the city 
to beheld ‘in the Stadium of the College 
of the City of New York on Saturday, 
June 23.
